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FUNDAMENTALS OF A SUCCESSFUL MATCH

In benchrest competition there are matches and there are MATCHES! Some clubs seem 
to have discovered the magic formula and year after year improve on a well run match pro- 
gram. We all realize that it takes hard work, long hours, and the patience of Job to pull one of 
these matches together. | thought it might be interesting to develop an article around the re- 
sources required, i.e., facilities, manpower, and equipment necessary to host a match. 

To help in this effort, | sought the guidance of several friends who also happen to be re- 
sponsible club officers and/or match organizers. | asked them to tell us what they attribute 
their successful match schedules to. After reading the article, | hope you will have a greater 
understanding and appreciation of what these men and clubs do for us and just how much 
work can be done by a few dedicated individuals. | admit to having one other motive in pub- 
lishing an article on this subject and that is, it may lure another club or two into sponsoring 
their own match program. 

The individuals | asked to participate do not represent very large clubs with hundreds of 
benchrest shooters as members. For the most part they are average sized clubs with a small 
but devout benchrest following. These folks preserve and perpetuate the game by insuring 
that it remains one of their organizations most active programs. 

For clubs that have not hosted benchrest matches previously, it may not be within their 
clubs’ resources to organize a major competition. A smaller area or regional event may seem 
more realistic. Remember, it is the average sized club matches that most of us attend during 
the course of the season. Major competitions like the Super Shoot and Nationals are unto 
themselves. They require greater resources, i.e., manpower, money, the support of national 
organizations, and industry sponsors. 

There should be no doubt in any of our minds that the small clubs scattered around this 
country and the dedicated men and women that organize our matches are the lifeblood of our 
sport. They provide us with opportunities to experiment, test our skills, challenge the ele- 
ments, and confirm our resolve. Some of my fondest memories have been nurtured at these 
matches. | don’t believe we can thank these individuals and their sponsoring organizations 
enough. 

The next time you participate in an organized match, before you leave the property, make it 
your business to thank your host. We sometimes take too many things for granted and this 
may be one of them. Like all of us, these folks appreciate an occasional kind word. It might not 
be a bad idea to send a letter off to the club president thanking him and the rest of club officials 
for their continued support either. 

Gentlemen, you have provided me with many days of fine shooting and thank you.

Dear John, 

Boy you sure ask for a major undertaking 
when you want to know about the require- 
ments of a successful benchrest shoot. 
Here at Fairchance, Ray Goff and | feel we 
have quite a way to go before we reach the 
degree of success that we would like to 
achieve, but every match is a new experi- 
ence, and we are always looking for areas 
that need improvement. The following is a 
summary of what we believe the shooters 
look for in a match, after all they are the peo- 
ple who decide whether a match was a suc- 
cess or not. 

We believe the facilities are very impor- 
tant, i.e., loading and camping areas, show- 
ers, rest rooms, and electrical hook-ups. 
Not all shooters take advantage of all of the 
facilities, because not everyone camps, but 
a good number do. We do not charge for 
camping or electricity. There are really no 
hidden charges here at Fairchance. You pay 
to shoot and that’s it. 

The target crew should be active and as 
mistake free as possible. The turn around 
time between relays should be fast enough 
to keep the shoot moving at a moderate 
pace. The backer system operation should 
be such that there would be no trouble 
claiming or verifying a new record if shot. 

A GOOD PUBLIC ADDRESS SYSTEM 
is a must. It sure makes you feel more com- 
fortable when you’re able to hear com- 
mands, time checks, and relays being 
called. We try to place the speakers in posi- 
tions so that everyone can hear what’s 
going on at all times. 

The range master must know and en- 
force the rules and be able to keep the 
match moving. 

Food! A good breakfast in the morning 
and a convenient lunch should be ready for 
the shooter when he has time to eat. We al- 
ways break for lunch. 

The stat. crew is a very important part of 
any match. | have discussed this with sever- 
al shooters and all have agreed: Matches 
can be won or lost in the measuring of the 
targets. This is one area that ALL shooters 
are concerned about. Shooters will not re- 
turn to your club if they feel they have been a 
victim of sloppy or biased measurements. 
Sure we all make mistakes but every effort 
must be made to keep them to the absolute 
minimum. 

Our computer sure speeds things up 
compared to the old manual method. Match 
results are very timely, especially the final 
results. We realize that when the match is 
over everyone wants to get on the road and 
get home at a reasonable hour. 

Every competitor receives, in the mail, a 
summary report of the entire match. It is bet- 
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ter to go over the results of a match while it 
is still fresh in your mind and not a month 
later. 

It takes a lot of work for a club or range 
owner to put one of these matches on. | be- 
lieve it takes just as much work to put one of 
these shoots on for 10 shooters as a 100 
shooters. 

We also feel that trophies are an impor- 
tant part of any tournament. Everyone likes 
to be recognized by his peers for a job well 
done or a battle well fought. The earned tro- 
phy or wall plaque will always serve as a re- 
membrance of that day. A good percentage 
of our registration fee money is given back 
to the shooters by the awarding of these 
recognized symbols of excellence. 

If you cater to the requirements and com- 
fort of your shooting guests you will never 
have to be concerned about the success of 
your match.

Dear John, 

Regarding your questions as to what it 
takes to sponsor a successful benchrest 
match. | am happy to provide you with the 
following. Bear in mind writing is not my bag, 
so | will stick to facts. 

First, | would like to point out that at 
Crumlin there are about 300 members and 
only four are benchrest shooters. The club 
has a large trap and skeet section, a medi- 
um sized pistol following, and a very small 
blackpowder group. The directors of the 
club have been very understanding in allow- 
ing us to shut down the range for three 
weekends during the summer months to 
host our matches. We show an excellent 
cash return to the club for our efforts and we 
know that is appreciated by the general 
membership. 

As you know our clubhouse has running 
water, washrooms, but no shower. Break- 
fast and lunches are served daily. We have 
twelve covered benches on the 100 and 200

yard range, and a covered loading area (pis- 
tol range) for approximately 20 shooters. 
We have a large camping and parking area, 
but we do not have electricity or water. We 
use a gas generator to power our moving 
backers and public address system. Our 
range is in close proximity to the city and 
main highways. 

Jim Fedorowich does all of the trophy pur- 
chasing, 1st and 2nd place for each class 
and aggregates, all the advertising, and the 
point system for the NBRSA. Needless to 
say, he is a valuable team member. 

Bridgette Fedorowich is in charge of reg- 
istration and the “stat. shack.” She handles 
all the money and makes out the pay slips 
for all our employees, i.e., the kitchen help, 
target crew, range officer, and computer 
people. Adella Bernard does the computer 
data entry work while Bridgette does the 
scoring. Both these girls are hardworking 
and dedicated. We couldn’t do without 
them. 

We have a very young range officer, our 
target crew numbers three, the oldest is 18 
and the youngest is 13. They are very effi- 
cient and fast. A typical three relay shoot be- 
gins at 9:00 A.M. and generally finishes be- 
tween 3:30 and 4:00. We shoot 100 yard 
matches in the morning and 200 in the after- 
noon. The target crew drives one of our ve- 
hicles to collect the targets and backers. 

l oversee the range crew, insure the back- 
er system is always functional, cut the 
grass, and generally do whatever is neces- 
sary to insure the comfort and safety of our 
guests. 

In closing, | would say a small cub is capa- 
ble of running a successful match. The de- 
gree of efficiency is determined by the expe- 
rience and dedication of the team. 

As an additional note, we do not rent any 
of our equipment, such as portable genera- 
tor, motors for moving backers, etc. The 
club has also stipulated that no member 
shall be paid for services rendered during 
the matches held here.

What it takes to run a registered 
benchrest match. 

The first and most important thing to have 
is a dedicated group of members that work 
well together and agree on the structure 
and goals of the event. You need to start out 
with a check list and ask questions like, do 
we have sufficient number of benches, a 
good moving backer system, communica- 
tions equipment, etc. If you are starting from 
scratch many of the above items must be 
purchased or constructed prior to any com- 
petition taking place. Once your range lay- 
out and target system are completed you 
will need a communications system, i.e., a 
PA system and speakers for the clubhouse, 
scoring area, and firing line. A screen tent 
will suffice for the scoring area if you do not 
have a clubhouse. We have found it better 
for all concerned if you can isolate the scorer 
from the main flow of traffic. Many folks like 
to look over the scorers shoulder and that 
isn’t really fair to anyone, the scorer includ- 
ed. You of course need a range officer, pref- 
erably with an assistant, and it helps if these 
people run all the matches to maintain conti- 
nuity. You will need to have a target system 
that allows the range officer to start and 
stop the moving backers from his vantage 
point. You will also need at least two people 
for scoring targets and posting results, a 
place to hang targets, and a match result 
board. A computer system really speeds 
things up but is something that can wait if 
you don’t have the funds to purchase one. 
You will need a target detail of two to three 
people, and it is best if they have a vehicle of 
sorts to speed things up. They should also 
be in communication with the range officer 
by radio or signal to insure their safety. If you 
have sufficient space at your facility for the 
competitors to camp on the range this is a

great advantage but you must have toilet fa- 
cilities and water available. 

Let’s look at a typical set up for a match. 
Many competitors will pre-register but you 
still need to have a sign-in and registration 
point on Friday night and Saturday morning. 
You will need to schedule a work session 
sometime prior to the match date to set up 
targets and anything else not already on 
site. On Saturday morning prior to the be- 
ginning of the match, range personnel must 
set up the PA system and check it out. If 
C.B. radios are to be used, they need to be 
checked out and issued. Stop watches 
checked, moving backers operational, 
scale for the rifle weigh-in, and the referees 
chosen and announced. The scoring area 
needs to be set up, we have found that a 
drafting-type table is best, a comfortable 
chair, good lighting, and a target measuring 
tool. Make sure everything is operational 
BEFORE the match begins. It is important 
to begin the match on time and keep it mov- 
ing at a comfortable pace for everyone. 

In running the match the range officer 
must know the rules governing a sanctioned 
benchrest match and be wiliing to enforce 
them when necessity dictates. The range 
officer should make up his own schedule of 
events and develop a checklist/menu to fol- 
low during the match. This will assist him in 
organizing and controlling the activities of 
the day. If the range officer has an assistant 
to help him during the match it sure makes 
things easier. The assistant range officer 
position could be considered as a training 
position if you have only one experienced 
person on staff. The range officer must 
maintain order and communicate with all 
range personnel and competitors in a pro- 
fessional manner he should be firm but cour- 
teous and keep the match moving in an or- 
derly fashion. Safety is a paramount 
consideration and the mainstay of the range 
officers responsibilities. He must have 
knowledge of what to do when situations 
arise that threaten the safety and well-being 
of all participants and respond immediate- 
ly.

Re: your inquiry on what it takes to host a 
successful benchrest match. 


MANPOWER 

We have a rangemaster and one assist- 
ant, which | feel are very capable. They both 
have had extensive military training and 
work well as a team. 

We try and use three people on our target 
crew and two people in the stat shack. 


FACILITIES 

We started out with 12 covered benches 
and we now have to 20. A 64’ loading pavil- 
ion is available as well as 15 electrical out- 
lets in the camping area, and we do have 
shower facilities. 


BENCHES 

Our benches are set up on 6’ centers and 
are made with concrete tops on cement 
blocks formed in the shape of a “T”. 
ADVERTISING 

The free publicity we have aiways gotten 
in PS under the NBRSA match schedule list- 
ing as well as our own Spring mailing have 
been enough to draw significant numbers of 
shooters to our events. Earlier in the season 
we hosted the Eastern Region Champion- 
ship match and at that time we ran a half 
page ad in PS. 


AWARDS 

We give trophies for first place in each 
agg., two places for each grand agg., and 
three places for the two gun agg., plus small 
group for each yardage. 

We feel it is very important to give small 
group trophies, because the new shooter’s 
first trophy will probably be one earned for 
shooting a small group. 

TARGET FRAMES AND MOVING 
BACKERS 

Our target frames are 2’ X 10’ long sec- 
tions. The targets are on 5’ centers and are 
made from ¥%” chip board nailed to 1” X 3” 
frames. 

Moving backers are made of 12’ conduit 
that hang on nylon rollers. We use plastic 
potato chip clips to hold the cardboard 
backers in place. The motor is a 12 RPM 
geared motor with a %4-10 threaded rod to 
move the backer section about 1.2” per 
minute.

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BUYING “SHOOTERS” 
"Sha Cobcial Pad f the Wercasten® 


A “Shooter” is a rifle to be used. A “Col- 
lector” is a rifle that is intended to be looked 
at or hoarded. The elemental shooter is a 
rifle with no collector value that is capable of 
winning a match. 

There are three types of shooters. The 
“Modern Shooter” is a recently made rifle 
with modern parts. A rifle with a Ruger ac- 
tion, Douglas barrel, and Leopold scope is a 
modern shooter. An “Antique Shooter” will 
be made of mixed antique parts and could 
have been assembled last year or 50 years 
ago. The antique shooter might have a 
Ballard Double set trigger action, re-bored 
Winchester barrel and wood of unknown or- 
igin. The “Vintage Shooter” will be a beat up 
or highly modified factory original, or maker 
rifle that has retained most of its original 
configuration but is too rough to have signifi- 
cant collector value. 

When buying shooters there are two fun- 
damental tradeoffs to consider. The first is 
collector value vs. function. It is possible to 
buy rifle capable of winning matches for 
$600; it probably won’t be pretty or have an- 
tique parts, but it will shoot. Anything more 
is an investment in collector value or fea- 
tures that delight the eyeaestects. If the 
budget is limited, one should buy function 
first and pay for ornamentation only if there 
is some money left over. If the budget is 
small ($500-$1000) buy a well built modern 
shooter. It will work, will be safe, and will 
look good enough not to be an embarrass- 
ment to take to the range. If one’s budget is 
a bit larger ($750-$2000), and your taste 
runs to antique rifles, buy a rifle built of an-

tique parts. If you have more than $1700 to 
spend you can start looking for an original 
rifle or maker rifle. Naturally, itis possible to 
spend any amount of money in any of the 
three classes. 

The second trade-off is “Ready-to- 
Shoot” vs. “Needs-Work”. Any gun can be 
made to shoot well enough to win matches. 
The problem is the cost of the work, and 
waiting to have it done. Unless one has clout 
(such as compromising photographs of the 
gunsmith and a goat) with a competent gun- 
smith extensive work, such as re-barreling, 
will take months. Even a simple job such as 
getting scope blocks fitted or an extractor 
refitted can take many weeks. In general 
one is much better off paying a bit more for a 
rifle that is already shooting than saving 
money by getting into a “Project gun’. 

A word of caution, at some point every 
rifle is sold. Because shooters, by definition, 
have little collector value about all you will 
ever get back is what you paid, plus infla- 
tion. While you might get lucky, itis unrealis- 
tic to expect that today’s shooter will be to- 
morrow’s collector. Any premium paid 
because “These things are really going to 
take off in the next year” will probably be 
lost. 


WHERE TO FIND SHOOTERS 

The best place to find a working gun is at 
a large single shot rifle match, a large gun 
show or from a dealer that specializes in sin- 
gle shot rifles. The Spring and Fall ASSRA 
Matches at Etna Green, Indiana always 
yield at least ten or fifteen shooters realisti- 
cally priced. Many shooters are usually of- 
fered for sale at the Coors matches and 
even at the small local matches one can 
usually find a few rifles for sale. The nice 
thing about buying at a matchis that you are 
usually negotiating with the owner rather 
than a dealer. You will probably also have 
the chance to try out the rifle and learn its idi- 
osyncrasy from the previous owner. The 
cost, of course, is getting to the match. 

Frequently it is cheaper to pay a dealers 
premium than it is to go to three or four 
matches to find a rifle. Large gun shows 
(500 tables or more) are a good place to 
look. Such a show will usually have three or 
four dealers specializing in single shots. 
They always have a few high dollar collector 
rifles on their tables but will either have, or 
can find on a moment’s notice, a number of 
shooters. There will be the odd single shot 
mixed in with someone’s table of Nazimem- 


orabilia but these rifles are usually either 
over priced or something is seriously wrong 
with them. If they were a bargain, one of the 
dealers would have already bought them up 
for resale. It is always possible to find a 
good buy from an ignorant dealer or some- 
one walking around a show with a rifle over 
his shoulder, butitisn’t likely. Itis also possi- 
ble to find a good rifle at a 100 table fire- 
house show but don’t drive 100 miles each 
way planning to come home with a single 
shot. 

Dealers. Unfortunately, probably every- 
one who reads this magazine, has been 
cheated by a gun dealer at one time or an- 
other. It seems to be the game more than 
greed but there is no question that the nov- 
ice single shot shooter is a “Mark” to be 
taken advantage of rather than a customer 
to be cultivated. | have had dealings with the 
three gentleman (they prefer to be known as 
consultants rather than dealers as they do 
not buy and sell guns on a professional 
basis, generally they locate guns for a 
finder’s fee or act as an intermediary but do 
not take ownership of the rifle) listed at the 
end of this article and have been happy with 
each transaction. | never gotten a “Great 
deal” from any of them, but! was able to buy 
merchandise that was accurately described 
and fairly priced. There are certainly decent 
dealers around but either | have not delt per- 
sonally with them, or they handle mostly the 
higher grade guns and seldom have many 
shooters on hand. 


PRICES 
A disclaimer. The idea here is to give the 
novice some idea of what it will take to go to 
a show next Saturday and buy a rifle. | will 
outline price ranges knowing that everyone 
has paid either more or less for parts and 
services at one time or another. The prices 
have been checked by two active dealers 
and are representative of what can be done 
this summer at a major (more than 500 ta- 
bles) gun show. Single Shot rifle prices are 
currently going through another round of es- 
calation so one should expect everything to 
be more expensive in 1989. If one wants to 
go to 5 gun shows looking for a deal on a Hi- 
wall action, $50 can be saved. If one wants 
to buy from one of the dealers that publish a 
catalog, things will cost more. For the most 
part shooters are commodities so prices will 
not vary a lot. The focus should not be look- 
ing for the best deal but identifying and pro- 
curing the rifle that best suits your needs. If 
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you find what you want, buy it. Saving $100 
on a $1,000 rifle isn’t worth taking another 
Saturday and driving another 200 miles 
hoping to find another rifle.

| know. My word processor doesn’t do 
grammar or catch misspellings that look like 
real words. Besides Brennen said he would 
find everything so | wouldn’t look stupid. 


Amodern shooter is worth what the parts 
would cost plus the cost of the labor it will 
take to have the rifle assembled. There are 
an infinite number of action/barrel combina- 
tions. An imported rolling block replica will 
only cost a couple of hundred dollars, but 
while it will go bang, even Lones Wigger 
couldn’t win a match with it. A second hand 
Miller/DeHass, barreled and stocked by 
Ron Long, will cost many thousands and be 
worth every penny but few single shot 
marksman are good enough to take full ad- 
vantage of such a piece. The cheapest 
modern shooter, satisfactory for competi- 
tion, is a rebarreled Ruger #1 with factory 
wood. Ruger #1’s can still be found at gun 
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shows for about $350. Ruger barrels are 
fine, they just aren’t available in calibers and 
throatings that win single shot matches. Us- 
able barrels generally cost between $75 
and $150 and fitting, with scope blocks, will 
take an additional $150. Considering the 
owner wants to sell and there are always 
more sellers than buyers, the rebarrelled 
Ruger #1 will go for about $600. Accesso- 
ries such as palmrests, sights, bullet molds, 
and breach seaters add value to the rifle, but 
only if you were going to buy them anyway. 
Special engraving and fancy wood is worth 
only what one is willing to pay. It nice to have 
a decorative gun but keep in mind that when 
it comes time to sell the rifle it will be difficult 
recover any any premium paid for pretty. 

An antique shooter is one that is made 
from antique parts. The value of the rifle is a 
combination of the value of the parts and the 
work it will take to put them together. Ifitis a 
rifle built long ago by an known but obscure 
maker, it might be worth a bit more than the 
value of its parts. 

Pricing becomes more complex with with 
antique shooters because condition is such 
a significant variable. A junk Borchardt ac- 
tion might be worth only $125 while a good 
one is worth $500. A clean Winchester bar- 
rel in a usable caliber might be worth $150 
while a pitted one is worth only $50. Wood 
can vary from $25 for a trashed highwall 


butt and forend to $500 for a highly figured 
set with the hardware still attached. The 
thing to keep in mind is that one is looking for 
function to set the baseline price and attrac- 
tiveness is an option. 

Sharps Borchardt, Stevens 4412's, Win- 
chester Highwalls, and the late forged 
Ballards are the actions usually found on 
Antique shooters. A lot of them were made 
and they were well regarded during the 
Schuetzen period (1870-1920). The Sharps 
Borchardt action is the rarest and most ex- 
pensive action to buy and has the worst trig- 
ger known to man. It is unusual to find a 
Borchardt in good condition for less than 
$450. The Stevens 4412 and the Hi-Wall are 
probably the best actions to look for. They 
are strong and can be had with double set 
triggers. Over a million Hi-Walls (Model 
1885) were made and they still can be 
found, without too much difficulty, in the 
$400-$450 range. Only about 18,000 Ste- 
vens 44¥2’s were made so they are some- 
what harder to find and consequently more 
expensive, probably $450-$500. Ballards 
cause me some difficulty. | do not think they 
are safe to shoot with smokeless powder 
because they will not tolerate an over- 
charge. A lot of people shoot them and think 
they are safe. Use your own judgment.

Reviewer #1 - “You should also list 
Remington Hepburns. They are strong 
and reliable and shoot very well if you can 
find one with a good barrel. A minor con- 
sideration is that Hepburns come in some 
unusual calibers. The Remington 32 is 
different than the much more common 
Ballard Marlin 32-40. They come in the 
32x15, 32x2%4 as well as the 32-40 
Ballard Marlin that one commonly associ- 
ates with Single Shot rifles. Many 
Hepburns are marked on the bottom of 
the barrel ahead of the forearm rather 
than just ahead of the receiver on top of 
the barrel as is common practice. A simi- 
lar situation exists for 38’s. A 38 might be 
a 38-50 or 38 Remington. If the marking is 
38 BM it is the “Standard” 38-55 Marlin 
Ballard.” 

You are right. Hepburns are good rifles. | 
don’t own any and one does not see that 
many as only about 10,000 or so were 
made. | have only two reservations about 
Hepburns. First, the triggers are not very 
good and they are difficult to rebarrel be- 
cause of the square thread on the barrel 
shank. Not every gunsmith gets excited 
about grinding the tools necessary to fit a 
Hepburn so if a novice buys a Hepburn that 
needs barrel work, he may wait until all of 
the easy jobs are done. 


Reviewer #2 - “I had a thought about 
your article, SHOOTERS, that | feel com- 
pelled to share with you. | can understand 
your misgivings about Ballards as 
shooting rifles, and your comments are 
valid. However, you might mention that as 
you walk down the line at a single shot 
rifle match, (usually) more Ballards are in 
use than any other single make. And, it 
seems that the two instances of a Ballard 
being involved in a failure that | am aware 
of, (Larry Thompson, Ralph Toy), in both 
cases the barrel was the suspected 
cause of the failure - in one case the bar- 
rel material was Stessproof Steel, and in 
the other case, the barrel shank was 
turned without the usual fillet, setting the 
scene for stress failure. | would hate to 
have shooters new to our sport automati- 
cally dismiss the most elegant of the old 
actions when, with care and forethought, 
they can be used safely.” 

OK. There are lots of Ballards on the line, 
they frequently win, and documented blow- 
ups are rare. They are pretty, have great 
triggers and there are a lot of them so the 
choice is large and the prices generally rea- 
sonable. My problem with Ballards is the de- 
sign is marginal for high chamber pressures. 
High chamber pressures happen when the 
shooter makes a mistake and double charg- 
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es the case, puts in two bullets, or loads the 
wrong powder. | am not willing to take the 
risk and do not advise others to do so. 


Don’t even consider a rifle that doesn’t 
have a mint bore, even if it has Harry Pope’s 
name oniit. If the barrel isn’t perfect, it won’t 
shoot. OK, there may be a few exceptions, 
but they are exactly that. A good factory 
barrel or good rebore or liner is worth $150 
(on the action). A maker barrel such as 
Pope, Zischang, or Schoyen is worth any- 
where from $500 to $1500, depending on a 
lot of things. A lot of maker barrels weren't 
stamped. Don’t pay the premium if the bar- 
rel isn’t marked as it will be hard to sell. 

To start with | would recommend looking 
for a 30-30, 32-40, 33-40, or a 38-55. Bul- 
lets smaller than .30 are too light for a novice 
to shoot at 200 yds. in the wind. Some peo- 
ple do very well with 28-30’s but they are ex- 
perienced wind dopers who usually read 
chicken entrails before the match. Anything 
over 38-55 has too much recoil for the aver- 
age bear. One shoots a lot at a single shot 
match and 150 rounds a day of .40 plus re- 
coil in a 12 pound rifle does not qualify as 
fun. Any of the unusual original 
chamberings will work and the new wildcat 
30’s (generally with a short 30-30 case) are 
fine but make sure you get a bullet mold, 
brass, a bullet seater, and a re-de capper 
with the rifle. If you don’t it can take months 
to find or make all of the bits and pieces. 
Throats are important but beyond the 
scope of this article, maybe next time. 

Junk wood wood can be worth as little as 
$25 and great factory wood worth $500. 
Usable, nice looking, factory wood should 
add $100 to $150 to the value of the rifle. 
Many antique shooters have been re- 
stocked by some unknown stocker two 
generations ago. Frequently the work is 
good but ’30’s style wood can look bizarre 
by today’s standards. Unless the wood is 
unbearably ugly consider the following. Re- 
placing the stock will cost $100 if you by an 
inletted blank and do the finishing yourself. 
It will cost $200-$500 if a pro does the work. 

The rifle must either have iron sights in- 
stalled or be fitted with scope blocks. As 
most shooters now use scopes, the typical 
antique shooter will have scope blocks, a 
breach seater base in place of the rear tang 
sight and a cheap globe sight filling the front 
dovetail. If the rifle is fitted with original iron 
sights, most unlikely, they will be worth from 
$150-$600. It is more likely that fitted irons 
will be modern reproductions which can 
range from $75 for an imported rear tang 
and front globe to $425 for a set of Mike Ste- 
vens best. If a scope is fitted, it should be at 
least 10X for offhand shooting and 20X for 
rest shooting. A Lyman or Unertl is worth 
$100-$150. If the scope is a dirty 6X with 
rough feeling adjustment screws, don’t buy 


‘it even if it is cheap. If the seller wants more 


than $150, | would go the extra distance 
and buy a new one.

Seems to average out. Keep in mind that 
reviewer #3 is a dealer and goes to 20 or 30 
shows a year. He doesn’t buy anything he 
can’t resell at a profit. 


Vintage rifles are pretty easy. You are 
going to pay a premium because it has col- 
lector value. Unless you know what you are 
doing | would recommend going through a 
knowledgeable and honest single shot deal- 
er. “Maker” rifles are not too difficult to find. 
In the last two years | have bought a much 
handled Singer (a good but little known 
West coast maker) assembled Schoyen 
(mint bore) barreled Hiwall with 4 lever Ger- 
man triggers for $1,600; a fair looking, great 
shooting, single trigger Zischang Borchardt 
for $4500; and a neglected, but complete, 
False Muzzle Pope for $4500. All of the rifles 
are 32-40’s. Rim fire rifles are usually 
cheaper. | have purchased a number of 30’s 
era Pope position rifles, some with docu- 
mentation, for less than $800. These rifles 
are usually on Ballards (fine for .22 rimfire). | 
have passed on many more rifles. Usually 
they required work or were missing parts. 
Often the price was lower but | did not want 
to wait for work and parts. 

Vintage Factory Shooters will cost about 
the same as a similar maker rifle. A Win- 
chester or Stevens Factory centerfire 
Schuetzen Rifle with a poor finish, mint 
bore, and factory sights will probably run at 
least $3000. Sharps Schuetzen rifles are 
unobtainable and Sharps mid range and 
long range rifles can be had but will start at 
$5000 for a shooter. Ballards are much 
cheaper and seem to start at about $2000 
for a worn factory offhand rifle. 

In each case | told the consultant what | 
wanted and within a month or two (with the 
exception of the Zischang, that took two 
years to locate) had rifles to buy. As men- 
tioned above, | have found the three consul- 
tants listed below able to find shooters with- 
in a reasonable time and honest in their 
descriptions. | have delt with all of them and 
will probably do so in the future which is not 
true of many others.

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BARRELS 


Dear Dave; 

In the September issue of PS, Vol. 34 - 
No. 5, you invited comment on Buddy 
Salyer’s “theory” of why newly rifled barrels 
foul badly. | believe his theory, if it is a the- 
ory, is more than just a theory. Several 
years ago, my close friend, correspondent, 
and firearms mentor Wayne Leek, “you 
know”, the fellow who invented rimfire sil- 
houette and developed at least 15 interna- 
tional firearms patents while employed at 
Remington Arms, told me that all alloyed 
ferrous metals appear as fish scales (lay- 
ered and overlapping each other), some 
more than others, when viewed under high 
powered microscope. As | recall, Wayne 
stated that regardless of the barrel rifling 
method be it button, cut, or hammer forged, 
if the tool is passed, pulled, dragged, etc., 
against the “grain” of the metal you will 
never have a barrel that will shoot. It is im- 
perative, Wayne says, that you know how 
the billet was made so that you can deter- 
mine which direction to rifle in, otherwise 
you will raise metallic “fish scales” in the ri- 
fling process. I’m certain that Wayne could 
add a lot more light on this subject. His ad- 
dress is 1530 So. Abrego Dr., Green Valley, 
Ar. 85614. 

One other item of interest | noted in this 
issue was your mentioning that Dan Lilja is 
doing progressive twist barreling. There’s 
another barrel maker of some note that has 
done some “gain twist” work. Mostly mili- 
tary contracts, but he has made some for in- 
dividuals as well, such as myself. He made 
me up a 25 caliber barrel chambered in a 
standard 257 Roberts. It went from a 10 
twist at the chamber end to 15’ at the muz- 
zle. It is the smallest caliber he has done as 
far as | know. | know of three others that he 
has done, a .338 Win. Mag., a 50-140 
Sharps, and some .308 Win. sniper rifles for 
the Los Angeles Police SWAT unit. My ex- 
perimenting with the .257 indicated some in- 
teresting results, most pronounced was the 
increased velocity performance and the re- 
coil characteristics. Sometime in the future 
if you care for it, | will write up an article on 
my findings. In the meanwhile, if you wish to 
know more about gain twist, contact my 
good friend Sam May, Apex Barrel Co., 
RR#3 Box 172A, Flagstaff, Az. 86001. 
Yah! He’s the fella that developed all those 
AAR & Apex cartridges written up in 
Ackley’s book.

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SHILEN ACTION 
BEDDING TECHNIQUE 


John, 

A recent issue of PS contained an article 
regarding the “stiffness” of plastic stocks. 
The author reported an experiment in which 
a shim was placed between the barrel and 
forearm which resulted in better accuracy. 

We at Shilen Rifles have been doing that 
experiment on rifles for over twenty years 
but for a different reason. We found this to 
be an excellent way to check the quality of 
the receiver bedding. If the receiver bedding 
is correct, a shim between the forearm tip 
and the barrel will not result in better accura- 
cy. If the rifle shoots better with the shim in 
place it is a clear sign the receiver bedding is 
not correct. We have found this to work with 
both wood and plastic stocks and that it ap- 
plies equally to bolt-ins and glue-ins.

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SLAM-FIRES IN SERVICE RIFLES 


In my article on service rifles, | quoted Ron 
Geisert’s opinion that slam-fires are primari- 
ly the result of soft primer cups. He cau- 
tioned service rifle shooters about using 
Federal 210M’s, since they seem to be the 
most frequent culprit. 

Shortly after that, | received a letter from 
Dave Dudley in Sonoma, Cal., concerning a 
slam-fire experienced by a friend. He includ- 
ed a copy of a letter he had received from 
John Clarke, giving his lengthy explanation 
of the causes. John has written several arti- 
cles for American Rifleman, Rifle, etc., 
about service rifles and seems to be very 
knowledgeable about the why’s and 
wherefore’s of the gas gun. He indicates 
below that Wolfe Publishing has accepted 
an article he wrote on the cause of slam- 
fires. 

Since every service rifle competitor 
seems to have experienced at least one 
slam-fire, it seemed to me that a discussion 
of slam-fires by competent service rifle 
plumbers would be helpful to many readers, 
realizing all the time that this is a controver- 
sial topic (which corresponds with 
Brennan’s editorial policies). | began by 
sending a copy of Geisert’s comments to 
John and asked for a response. (When his 
letter arrived, | sent a copy of it to Ron for re- 
buttal). 

Now, John is nothing if not opinionated, 
and discussed a number of other things as 
well. His response follows:

Dear Bud, 

As | read your letter | thought back over 
the several years which have elapsed since 
that afternoon when | became more than a 
firsthand expert on “slam-fires.” As you 
know, | had quite a discussion with Dave 
Dudley concerning my thoughts about the 
matter, and | assume he passed on some of 
them to you. 

To give you a little background, first let 
me say | never believed the theories pre- 
sented in the American Rifleman concerning 
the causes of slam-fires, especially the one 
proposed by the Rifleman’s Ballistics Edi- 
tor, William C. Davis, Jr. — i.e., that it is 
strictly an ammunition problem. 

The reason that | did not accept their the- 
ories is because if it were an ammunition 
problem, we would experience this same 
problem at the same frequency in other 
semi-automatic rifles of identical calibers. 
We don’t — so it can’t be completely attrib- 
uted to ammunition. Second, in treating 
these incidents as if they were “acts of 
God”, these experts provide only a simplis- 
tic explanation for problems for which they 
have no answers. As in the case of auto in- 
surance, “acts of God” do not fall under the 
deductible, hence no liability is assumed. 
Kind of like pleading “nolo contendere” in a 
drunk driving case. 

Do you think they have the courage to 
admit there is a problem with these weap- 
ons? No, it is easier to blame the cause on 
something as nebulous as a sensitive prim- 
er, overly long case, or short chamber, es- 
pecially since the cartridge is usually melted 
down during the event if the weapon fires 
out of battery. At the very least, the primer 
has already fired, and what can you tell from 
a spent primer? What we are talking about 
is liability — liability suits and money. 
Hence, whatever is needed to save their 
own skins is the easiest way out. 

| don’t have time to go into all the re- 
search, testing and work which went into an 
article entitled “The Weak Link”, but | will 
cover its major points: 

1. Slam-fires are caused by a design defi- 
ciency in the M1 family of weapons. This de- 
ficiency was known to Julian Hatcher 60 
years ago, but his recommendations were 
not incorporated into the rifle’s final design 
because of the constraints of WWII and the 
divergent requirements of the various using 
services. It is a design deficiency which be- 
comes critical when one of the rifles is con- 
verted up to “match grade.” 

2. Basically, the slam-fire is caused by 
the loss of sear (disconnect function) control 


during repeated firing. Competitors reduce 
sear engagement to a minimum to reduce 
trigger pull, which magnifies the problem. 
Many sears have been worked well below 
the 4% pounds recommended for these ri- 
fles. The loss of sear engagement will cause 
the hammer to “ride the bolt” as it goes for- 
ward, which keeps the firing pin pressed for- 
ward during the chambering cycle. Howev- 
er, this is only part of the equation. [Note — 
the sear in the Garand family is called the 
“trigger lugs” and the disconnector is called 
the “sear”. In operation, the hammer’s rear 
hooks catch the sear (disconnector) and the 
front hooks catch the trigger lugs]. 

3. The second part of the equation is — 
Will the rifle fire out of battery? In other 
words, can the firing pin reach the primer be- 
fore the bolt has rotated into lockup? In the- 
ory, the receiver bridge keeps the firing pin 
retracted until the bolt has rotated into bat- 
tery; a tang projecting downward from the 
rear of the firing pin is supposed to catch on 
the bridge and hold the firing pin back until 
the bolt lugs have fully engaged. At that 
point, the firing pin tang will be aligned with a 
notch in the bridge and will go forward when 
struck with the hammer. However, a worn 
notch, a misplaced notch, or a bent or worn 
firing pin tang can render this safety design 
worthless, because it would permit the firing 
pin to go forward before the bolt has rotated 
into battery. | think the major culprit is a fir- 
ing pin whose tang is bent far enough to the 
rear that it will clear the bridge. Springfield 
Armory Inc., at my request, found that a fir- 
ing pin tang bent as little as .005-inch to the 
rear will completely override the bridge and 
permit the rifle to fire out of battery. 

4. | also found that in certain situations 
the trigger guard on these weapons could 
unlock and cause a complete loss of sear 
engagement. What happens is, if the guard 
is unlocked, the recoiling bolt, in attempting 
to cock the hammer, will push the whole 
hammer and trigger assembly down, so that 
the hammer is not depressed enough to en- 
gage the hooks. Normally, the loss of sear 
engagement will only cause the weapon to 
“double”, but if combined with #3 above, 
the loss of sear control will cause the primer 
to fire out of battery about 20 percent of the 
time. It was also the cause of the demise of 
my USN .308 M1 Garand. It unlocked be- 
cause this rifle was glass bedded improper- 
ly (not by me) and under the recoil of repeat- 
ed firing the guard snapped open. When the 
trigger guard opened, although barely per- 
ceptible, the guard pivoted downward at the 
rear as the bolt attempted to cock the ham- 
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mer. A movement of only .090-inch at the 
rear of the guard will prevent the rear hooks 
from engaging the sear, because the trigger 
will still be depressed by the shooter, espe- 
cially a match shooter using “follow 
through.” Since the trigger is still in its rear 
position, the front hooks also will not en- 
gage, as | found out in testing. It sets up a 
situation where the hammer rides the bolt. 
All of this, combined with a rifle that will fire 
out of battery, creates a slam-fire situation. 
This has happened to me in the past on 
countless occasions with different Garands 
and Garand derivatives, but with less strik- 
ing results. 

A remedy that | have recommended is to 
drill a small hole through the trigger guard 
into the trigger guard housing, tap it and in- 
sert a screw to hold the trigger guard 
closed. This would not prevent a faulty ham- 
mer from malfunctioning, but it would stop 
one possible cause of this problem. 

You can summarize the problem by say- 
ing that it is like firing an M16 in full auto 
mode without an “auto sear”. It will work 
most of the time, but when the conditions 
are right .. . KABOOM!!! That’s what hap- 
pens in the Garand family — they go auto- 
matic without a timing device to keep them 
from firing out of battery. When | discussed 
this with Martin Hull at Sierra, he said, “It 
seems as if we couldn't see the forest for the 
trees.” 

For your information, Elmer Ballance, of 
Devine, Texas (founder of Springfield Ar- 
mory, Inc.), Glenn Nelson and Martin Hull all 
agreed with my theory. However, the pub- 
lisher of the American Rifleman decided not 
to publish my article on this because the Rif- 
leman’s Ballistics Editor, William C. Davis 
Jr., said slam-fires were caused by an “am- 
munition problem” — nothing more and 
nothing less. 

In addition to giving “The Weak Link” to 
the NRA, copies were sent to Mike Rose at 
the Director of Civilian Marksmanship, and 
Dennis Reese at Springfield Armory, Inc. 
Wolfe Publishing has agreed to publish it. 

Now, in reference to Mr. Geisert’s letter. 
For your information, | have fired more than 
10,000 Federal 210M primers in the Garand 
family of weapons without any problem. | 
don’t think the Federal primers are any 
more sensitive than any other brand. Itis not 
the primers, and, unlike Mr. Geisert, | don’t 
ever reseat a primer which has been re- 
moved, because decapping can sensitize a 
primer, no matter how carefully it has been 
removed. 

Mr. Geisert states that the M118’s 173- 
gr. FMJBT requires a certain type of rifling 
to shoot best. This is not the reason that the 
bullet was replaced with the 168-gr. HPBT 
— it is simply harder to manufacture a full 
metal jacket bullet with the same jacket wall 
concentricity as a hollow point. Accuracy in 
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the 7.62 NATO (or any other bullet, for that 
matter) is not as much a function of the man- 
ufacturer or the type of projectile as it is a 
function of jacket and case concentricity. 
Mr. Geisert must also have magazines dif- 
ferent from mine, because 2.825-inches is 
the longest that | have ever had feed reliably 
through an M14 magazine. 

The most accurate 7.62 NATO ammuni- 
tion | have ever shot was a case of SANDIA 
given to me by Olin. It would consistently 
shoot .75-inch MOA in a match-grade M1A. 
It was reloaded with FC cases, Sierra 168’s 
and Olin’s WC-749 powder. 

Like many others, Mr. Geisert implies that 
there is a difference between canister and 
non-canister IMR 4895. To set the record 
straight and to repeat what Col. Ed Harrison 
said in 1965: “There is no difference.” | don’t 
know how this crap keeps getting into print, 
but IMR 4895, whether in Lake City cases 
or Dupont cans, has a burning rate thatis no 
different from that found in “lot-to-lot” varia- 
tions in the canister variety. For example, 
through the years, the powder charge for 
M72 (.30 US M1) varied between 47.0 and 
48.5 grains of “IMR 4895”, which is within 
the 3% tolerance allowed by manufacturers 
for canister grade powder. My particular 
load used to duplicate M72 velocities is 47.5 
grains in identical Lake City brass and Fed- 
eral 210M primers. In M118 ammunition, 
these loads have varied between 41.7 and 
42.5 grains in 7.62 NATO match with IMR 
4895. My particular load for duplicating 
M118 velocities is 42.0 grains of canister 
IMR 4895, Lake City Match cases, Federal 
210M primers and Sierra 168-gr. BTHP bul- 
lets. 

It seems that Mr. Geisert, like many oth- 


ers, believes that everything he reads is 
gospel. A lot of what he said in his letter was 
either poor advice or wishful thinking, espe- 
cially the part about gluing the rifle in the 
stock. | would like to see him get an action 
out of the stock after it was glued in. The 
400-500 degrees F. required to break the 
epoxy loose would ruin the stock and could 
change the molecular structure of the 
steel. 

Also, SAAMI has never developed specs 
for 7.62 NATO chambers or cartridges, as 
claimed by Mr. Geisert, because it is a mili- 
tary round, and SAAMI deals only with 
“sporting ammunition.” The 2.80-inch OAL 
specification he mentioned is for the .308 
Winchester, not 7.62 NATO. The USAMTU 
specifications for their match ammois 2.825 
inches +/— .005 inch OAL. As you know, 
the .308 Win. and 7.62 NATO rounds have 
completely different cartridge and head- 
space dimensions — which is another prob- 
lem.

Dear Dave; 

In the just received September issue of 
PS, Vol. 34 - No. 5, | read another answer to 
the saga of the mysterious Maretzo bullet 
tipping problem. Mr. Arthur Eldredge pre- 
sents his case with exuberance and flair to- 
ward the mathematics. As a graduate engi- 
neer we were tutored that mathematics is 
the universally accepted approach for an- 
swering all worldly problems. So | don’t dis- 
pute Mr. Eldredge’s approach. However, 
his solution to this problem asymptotically 
approaches the limits of battery power in my 
HP-41CV (a pretty good calculator), | have- 
n't tried it on my Everrex 286 PC, with math 
co-processor emulation, using as very pow- 
erful software program called Eureka the 
Math Solver, as yet. Give me alittle time and 
I'll check it out. 

It was interesting and somewhat enlight- 
ening to read this “short” derivation that 
tended to befuddle my mind once again. 
But, | honestly and heartily encourage Mr. 
Eldredge to continue exercising his square 
root solution key. Should his battery begin 
to weaken, at some late hour, let me sug- 
gest that he defer to the classical Newtoni- 
an approximation for square root solutions. 
For those who are not familiar with or have 
forgotten the Newtonian method, it is quot- 
ed here, in part, from Calculus and Analyti- 
cal Geometry by W.K. Smith (*) for your pe- 
rusal and/or amusement. The definition of 
Newton's square root method is provided 
by the McGraw-Hill Dictionary of Scientific 
and Technical Terms, Third Addition (2). 
Sorry, they’re the only references, happily, 
at hand. 

Definitions — Newton’s square-root 
method, “A technique for the estimation of 
the roots of an equation exhibiting faster 
convergence than Newton’s method; this 
involves calculus methods and the square- 
root function.” Newton’s method, “A tech- 
nique to approximate the roots of an equa- 
tion by the methods of the calculus.”

[x,,f(x,)] crosses the x-axis.” Well, | guess 
an explanation about terminology is in 
order, here: according to Smith, “If f is a 
function and x, is a point in the domain of f 
such that f(x,)=0, then x, is called a zero of 
f; the more familiar description is to call x, a 
root of the conditional equation obtained by 
getting f equal to zero”. 

Aren't complexed problems and science 
wonderful? I'll bet that you had forgotten 
how easy math solutions could be. 

I note, however, Mr. Eldredge has taken a 
clearly mechanical view of the mystic tipping 
bullet. Another note worthy approach to 
solving the problem, | believe, would be to 
consider the reduction in both (thermo dy- 
namics) ignition rate and gas expansion in- 
troduced in the internal ballistics, resulting in 
the performance changes of the bullet being 
fired through a “severely” contracted barrel 
at minus 18° F. Thus, you see the problem 
has many facets, and only a lucky straight 
forward guess may serve as a solution. 
Possibly there is a professor of metallurgy, 
physical chemistry, chemical engineering, 
ballistics, climatology, and mathematics (he 
should also be an accomplished shooter 
and experimenter of extreme accuracy ri- 
fles as well) among the readership of the PS 
who is capable of and willing to enlighten the 
rest of us who are uninformed on the finer 
points of why a bullet fired at low tempera- 
tures through a slow twist barrel, into a 
dense atmosphere, has a tendency to want 
to perform strangely. Why don’t you take a 
poll for these wizards, Dave? 

| hope this short dissertation has served 
to help in the continuance of solving the tip- 
ping bullet mystery — and enlighten the sci- 
entific inclined precision shooter.

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500 YARD BENCHREST MATCH 
at Ravendale, Washington 


The Cascade Rifle and Pistol Club held 
their first 500 yard benchrest match on June 
18th. The weight limit allowed was 1712 
pounds (for the rifle, not the shooter). The 
match was fired for smaliest group and 
highest score, similar in makeup to the 
matches at Williamsport, PA. If one is not 
satisfied with his score, one can refire at the 
end of the match, but conditions “pick up” 
as the day goes on out here, and so that par- 
ticular strategy rarely gets very far. | might 
also add that the way the match rules read, 
“any safe position” is allowed for firing. 
Thus, if a big bore shooter chose to shoot 
from the prone position, with sling ... that 
would be allowed. 

| had suggested that we follow the Wil- 
liamsport match format ... a drawing for 
relay assignment, and at the end a shoot-off 
of the relay winners. This tends to make 
things more fair; otherwise those who are 
on the first relay when conditions are (rela- 
tively) caim have an unfair advantage. 

I’m used to shooting 10 or 15 groups ata 
match, and personally | feel that a one group 
match is hardly worth the bother. So | paid 
my money, and entered four relays. This 
made each score independent of the others, 
ard | could re-enter four more times, if | 
chose. this turned to be a very productive 
move. 

On my second group | fired a 10 shot 4.4 
inch group (.88 M.O.A.) and a 97-3x score, 
using the Hornady 162 grain bullet ina Rem- 
ington 7mm magnum, winning both catego- 
ries for the match. There were no wind flags, 
so | held “head on” for all ten shots. The 
group was round, and almost perfectly ze- 
roed. Not bad for only four zero-in shots, 
and considering that this was only the sec- 
ond long range match (500 yards) that I'd 
fired in. In the first relay | had ten shots in 5.6

inches, which was the smallest group, but 
someone put an eleventh shot on my target, 
which opened the measurement to 9-29/32 
inches. There were no numbers on the tar- 
gets, and magnums bounce around on the 
sandbags, so getting on the wrong target is 
quite possible. On that relay | shot the Sierra 
150 grain 7mm match bullet with 66 grains 
of 4831 powder. 

On my third target | shot a 10 shot 5.4 inch 
group with the Sierra 168 grain 7mm match 
bullet, which once again was small group, 
along with a 90-2x for high score, but once 
again an eleventh shot hit my target from 
“source unknown”, opening up my mea- 
surement to 8.5 inches. | showed the range 
officer my cartridge block before | went on 
line; ten cartridges only, but he elected not 
to disallow the 11th shot. A competitor was 
watching my target when that 11th shot hit 
it (high), and was able to tell the range mas- 
ter that | had not been shooting when it 
struck, indeed | was through shooting. 

In the fourth relay | again fired the Sierra 
150 grain match bullet, and again | had the 
smallest group with a 4.5 inch figure. Once 
again we had our old friend, the errant shot, 
but this time a shooter had only nine shots 
on his target, and | had again shown my 10 
only cartridge block before going on line, so 
this time we were able to get the errant shot 
excluded. 

To summarize things a bit .. . for those 
who like summaries ... at this point | had 
fired 40 record shots and four record groups 
. ..and had averaged 1 M.O.A. with 3 differ- 
ent bullets, rezeroing each time. Excluding 
the errant shot nonsense | actually had won 
all four 10 shot groups, and three out of four 
“scores”. I'd had trouble getting zeroed on 
the first relay, due to siow pit crews. With all 
that zeroing in before each match, plus 40

record shots, with that big magnum, my bar- 
rel was getting hot. 

Three different bullets had shot 1 MOA at 
500 yards. These were no random- 
selection-out-of-the-box bullets however; 
they were carefully selected. | spun them on 
Vern Juenke’s Internal Concentricity Com- 
parator, which finds and measures the thin 
spot of the jackets. | picked the best bullets 
in the box, and keyed them at 12 o’clock in 
the chamber to standardize their effect on 
the barrel vibes. It gives me “an edge” over 
the other shooters, indeed a definite edge. | 
would have to say that it worked. The four 
groups were mostly round, and at 500 yards 
this is unusual. | held “head on” for ail 40 
shots, no holding off. In my 32 power scope! 
could see some mirage boil, but “I love a 
boil,” and find it very friendly to shoot in, con- 
trary to advice from Skip Gordon in his 
benchrest column in Guns magazine. Noth- 
ing against Skip Gordon, it’s merely that | 
disagree with him on this matter. | have 
made several improvements to my rifle - 
ammo combination, and I’m looking for- 
ward to the next match, which is scheduled 
for mid-July at the same range. 

Vern Juenke’s ICC gives a shooter a defi- 
nite advantage. He can find all the flyers ina 
box of bullets, and pick out the cream of the 
crop. 

We have been at the mercy of the bullet 
jacket variations all this time. This is a prob- 
lem that has been killing us all along, over 
the years, and we just plain have not been 
realizing the extent of the problem. The bul- 
let jacket variations have been subtly doing 
us in, in big matches and small! The advan- 
tage that the ICC gives one is enough to put 
larceny into the heart of a stone statue of a 
saint! | am using Statistical Process Control 
in selecting all components also. | spoke to 
the manufacturers at the NRA show about 
this, and most of them just gave me a blank 
look. Maybe so but | can assure you that the 
Japanese know what it’s all about!

At this match | decided to do more experi- 
menting, using Verne Juenke’s ICC spun 
bullets, along with frontal ignition and “an- 
other bullet modification” | have developed. 
Frontal ignition gives less barrel heating and 
less velocity variation (low standard devia- 
tion) ... which in turn means less vertical 
dispersion . . . and this will be both noticea- 
ble and beneficial at long range. 

The 500 yard range is in a narrow slot of 
trees, and faces east. On the early relays 
the target is “very dark”. | used a 32 power 
scope, and that is far too much for 500 
yards on the first relay. The white of the 
target was dark gray, and the bullseye was 
a fuzzy black deep hole. It was tough to see. 
On relay number one | shot a 9-15/16 inch 
group using the 162 grain Hornadys (which 
had shot a match winning 4.4 inch group the 
month before). 

Inrelay two | shot a 7-7/8 inch group using 
a Nosler 150 grain Ballistic Tip. About now | 
was becoming a bit agitated (understate- 
ment), and then | found a loose front rest. 
Just wonderful, all my test loads were wast- 
ed. All I've learned to this point is that a 20 
power scope is probably optimum with 
these early morning groups. . . and alurking 
suspicion exists that this may also be true 
for late afternoon groups here, when the mi- 
rage really starts kicking up. 

On the next relay, at 10:30 am. Lloyd 
Gallagher shot a 5.068 inch group, and a 
94-1x score with a Winchester .243 and the 
Sierra 100 grain hunting bullet ... in a rig 
that has shot some three tenths groups at 
100 yards. The temperature was warming 
up, and Lloyd was able to get off all ten 
shots under one condition. This was obvi- 
ously going to be a real bear to beat as the 
day went on. This shows again that, up to 
500 yards, a medium cartridge and caliber, 
but with an accurate “hunting bullet” can be 
highly competitive. This proves again that 
the big magnums with high ballistic coeffi- 
cient bullets are not needed under good 
conditions. A medium cartridge is comfort- 
able to shoot, and on hot days gives a cooler 
barrel. | have a Remington 40x in 6mm 
Remington at shoots .5 M.O.A. at 300 yards 
using the Sierra 85 grain bullet. | am going to 
have to try that gun at 500 yards next year, 
along with a .308 Winchester of mine. 

On relay three | shot a 6-3/16 inch group 
at 11:30 am, using conventional ignition 
with Nosler 150 grain Ballistic Tip hunting 
bullets. Heat and mirage were beginning to 
pick up.

On relay four, at 1:00 PM it was 80 de- 
grees and the mirage was the worst that | 
have ever seen in my life through a 32 power 
scope. The chances of beating that 5.068 
inch group were shaping up as nil, slim and 
none. . . take your pick. The bullseye is liter- 
ally jumping off the target and out of the 
scope view. Well, almost. Where do you 
hold in a boil like this? Only a “boil shooter” 
would know! On this relay, using the same 
load as on the third relay, | won the group 
competition with a ten shot group of 3.593 
inches. That is .7 M.O.A. in a heavy mirage 
boil, at 500 yards. | did make an “unusual 
bullet modification” to the Nosler 150 grain 
Ballistic Tip bullets. It didn’t make me see 
any better, but it made the bullets see bet- 
ter. They became “seeing eye bullets”. It 
was an unusual and surprising score, be- 
cause | consider the gun capable of 5 shot 
groups at 100 yards, in good shooting con- 
ditions, to be a .700 consistent shooter. 
When it does the same, from a M.O.A. per- 
spective, at 500 yards, for a 10 shot group 
... we have stumbled on something of 
value! | got second in the group score with a 
93 figure. There appears to have been little if 
any aiming error in this group. . . which was

shot in a heck of a mirage boil, at 500 yards. 


. Contrary to accepted belief in some quar- 


ters, very often “the boil” is the condition to 
shoot in! 

| use a technique for “boil shooting” that | 
came up with in my first benchrest match at 
200 yards in 1968, which seems at times to 
have “zero aiming error”. How can this be, 
when mirage is bubbling and boiling? | won 
my first benchrest match at 200 yards many 
years back, on a day when you had your 
choice of shooting in either a high wind, or a 
mirage boil . . . there was no middle ground 
to work with on the day! All the experienced 
shooters “knew better” than to try to shoot 
in the “dreaded boil”, so they “shot the 
wind”. |, anew shooter, with 53 grain hunt- 
ing bullets, and knowing no better . . . achild 
of total ignorance ... was the only one 
shooting (in) the boil. | blew their doors off, 
and set a range single group record in the 
process. I’ve loved boils ever since! 

In a boil you get the impression that your 
scope is focused at one quarter of the actual 
distance, and the target has “got the 
shakes”. | held “head on” for all ten shots of 
my match winning target, using my boil 
shooting technique. 

After talking to many top benchrest 
shooters over many years, I’ve only found 
three of them that knew anything about mi- 
rage shooting beyond the hackneyed 


generally-accepted-theories ... much of 
which is wrong. The three shooters? Allen 
Bench, Ferris Pindell, and the late Ralph 
Stolle. Ralph called it “shooting through the 
mirage”, and he told me that just about no 
one believed him, even when he told them 
how to shoot in mirage. | can only conclude 
that a mirage boil somehow or other brings 
about. . .somehow. . . anintellectual vacu- 
um. 

| will retest my frontal ignition load, and 
“other modifications” at 100 yards some- 
time ... with a tight front rest, and no mi- 
rage. | want to cut down vertical dispersion. 
| used the medium ballistic coefficient 150 
grain Nosler Ballistic Tip bullet because it 
had little runout on the Juenke ICC bullet 
tester. Everyone reports that these plastic 
tipped bullets shoot tighter than the lead 
tipped equivalents. The reason is that it has 
a RN weight distribution, and a high ballistic 
coefficient for its weight. | used to install the 
Remington Bronze Tips, and even though 
it’s bronze, it is still lighter than lead. Again, 
everyone reports that these bullets also 
shoot better than the lead tipped versions of 
the same bullets. | wonder if anyone else 
has won a long range match with these bul- 
lets? I’m going to do some research with 
them, comparing them to conventional 
“match bullets” at close and long ranges.

Throughout the match, all bullets used 
were spun on the Juenke ICC, selected, and 
keyed at 12 o'clock in the chamber. 

How do you shoot in a boil? Ain’t gonna 
tell ya. Figure it out for yourself. It took me 
five seconds or so, back in 1968. | may hold 
a clinic, and charge $500.00 to explain it. 
This way, those who attend will believe it, 
and use it. If | told them free they wouldn't 
believe it, and would consider me a purvey- 
or of no truth. 

What was the “unusual” and “another” 
bullet modification | made? Again, silence. 
Few could make them anyway. 

The problem today is that we are doing lit- 


tle original thinking. We tend to accept 
major theories that have come down to us 
through the years, and all our changes are 
“little things”, while the big things (frequent- 
ly big errors) we just slavishly accept. The 
gun magazines are living proof of this. 
Precision Shooting is an exception. 

| encourage others to report to PS the re- 
sults of their experiments. |, for one, will not 
laugh, no matter how far off the beaten path 
your theories may be.

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LIVE VARMINT SHOOTING 


Dear Dave 

| have been reading, in recent issues of 
PS, the letters expressing the wishes of 
some writers that the subject of live varmint 
shooting should receive more coverage in 
these pages. If this is to come to be. . . then 
at last | will have an opportunity to make a 
contribution to your pages! 

I’ve been hunting predators (for their fur) 
for well over a decade now. My favorite rifle 
for this task has been a Remington 40x with 
a stainless steel 6-284 with a 26 inch barrel 
.900” at the muzzle, in 1-10 twist. The ac- 
tion is pillar bedded by myself using Devcon 
aluminum, and retaining the original wood 
stock. On top is a Leupold 20x scope with 
fine crosshairs. The trigger breaks cleanly 
at 12 ounces. 

luse aload of 54.3 grains of IMR 4350 be- 
hind the Nosler 100 grain solid base boat- 
tail. The Remington 912 primer is depended 
upon to get the show on the road. The muz- 
zle velocity is 3480 feet per second. 

Full length .284 Winchester cases are 
necked down to 6mm, and then fire formed 
in a 6-284 chamber. The necks are then 
turned just enough to clean them up. Finally, 
the cases are trimmed to a common overall 
length of 2.155”. The rifle shoots CONSIS- 
TENT 1.25 inch groups at 300 yards. Witha 
higher powered benchrest scope on top it 
has fired a few half inch groups at the same 
yardage. 

This may not be up there with the top level 
of benchrest accuracy, but it most certainly 
is hell on wheels for coyotes. The longest hit 
to date has been 640 yards. In live varmint 
shooting of coyotes there are no sighters 
and no wind flags, just one’s past experi- 
ence with the rifle to draw on. Tall grass or 
sage brush has to pinch hit for wind flags. 

The rifle has paid for itself in fur taken. | 
have only had four misses with this rifle in 
the game fields, and all four misses were the 
result of error in range estimation by yours 
truly. | do not use the rifle at ranges under 
350 yards. Remember please that | am pri- 
marily a pelt hunter, and at the shorter rang- 
es | have found just too much pelt damage. | 
try not to employ shots over 600 yards as 
the exact range estimation becomes too 
dicey at the longer distances ... to say 
nothing of the problem of more opportunity 
to move the bullet out of its aimed path. 

Besides . . . the dog that you passed up a

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shot on may be a little less wary if not fired 
on, and maybe he'll be in closer range to- 
morrow. 

When | first started hunting predators | 
used a Ruger model 77V, in .220 Swift 
chambering. At 100 yards | could get half- 
inch groups, with velocity of 3700 f.p.s. But 
it could not reach out there for those real 
long shots, with half the bullet weight need- 
ed, and more important .. . lacking bullet 
LENGTH. 

| have been trying to persuade Walt 
Berger to make me some 105 grain 6mm 
bullets. If | can talk him into it, I'll try them this 
winter. In order to utilize the full potential of 
the 6-284 | believe that bullets from 85 to 
105 grains must be used. The lighter, (rela- 
tively) stubby bullets may come out of the 
muzzle like the proverbial scalded cat, but 
they lose it rapidly as the distance increas- 
es. 

Pelt damage is minimal with 100 grain bul- 
lets at 350 yards and longer. Varmint hunt- 
ers thinking of investing in a long range rifle 
with minimal pelt damage a concern should 
seriously consider a benchrest grade 6-284. 
It's amagnum in the true sense of the word. 

| would like to see input in the pages of PS 
from other varmint shooters with hot- 
rodded wildcats, such as the full length 
URBR (Remington BR basic case) necked 
to .22. | have been known to wonder about 
how they compare to my 6-284.

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BARREL CROWNS: THE GUNSMITH’S SIGNATURE? 


by John J. Gammuto 


Recently | asked several benchrest gunsmiths to assist me in preparing an article on the 
subject of barrel crowning. Over the years | have noticed, although similar in some respects, 
most of these fellas have their own unique style of finishing the muzzle end of a barrel. | must 
admit that | was slightly taken back by the general response of those that took time out from 
their busy schedules to reply. 

| was prepared to use computer graphics to show the design characteristics and differenc- 
es among them, discuss why one gunsmith favored his design over the other guys, etc. In 
short, we were going to have one more thing to argue about in the world of benchrest. It’s 
known as stirring the pot in this business. Ye Olde Editor, Mr. Brennan, is one of the best at 
this there is. | guess | haven’t been on staff long enough to completely comprehend the finer 
points of this technique. What | unwittingly managed to do was cause several authorities to 
actually agree on something. Although you will undoubtedly learn something if you continue 
reading the rest of the article, you will not have anything you can argue with anyone about in 
the future. That in itself is frustrating and may well irritate some folks. | can only apologize in 


advance for my lack of insight.

The standard crown that | use is not done 
to any standard depth or width. The “step” 
is used only to protect the bore exit and 
doesn’t need to be there.

| feel that the important part of the crown 
is the exit and | normally break it with a 60 
degree chamfer. Here again, this is done as 
a protective measure rather than a mechan-

machining burrs it is a good crown. If the de- 
sign is subject to damage from cleaning 
rods or shooter abuse, then it should be 
avoided. 

In the past I’ve used the 11 degree and 14 
degree tapered crowns but normally would 
break the exit, so if there is any mechanical 
magic with these special tapers | have failed 
to see it. Gotta believe that a clean right 
angle with a chamfer (concentric) is impossi- 
ble to improve on. 

Some years back | did some work for the 
FBI and made the “step” about .300” to 
.400” deep, for the added protection, and it 
seemed to work fine. 

Crowning doesn’t have to be done in a 
certain moon phase, as some would have 
you believe. A mechanically sound exit is all 
that is necessary.

800 rounds is advisable.

BENCHREST PIONEERS

| recently asked our boss, Myles Hollister, if he would contribute to an article | was prepar- 
ing on the history of benchrest. Of course he couldn’t refuse. This was in fact the first thing | 
have ever asked him for. How would it look if he ignored me completely? Now that | know he is 
eager please and an easy mark, | intend to milk him regularly. I’m certain that he'll let me know 
when | have either become a pest or over stepped my bounds. Bosses are good at that. 

Having long been fascinated with the pioneers of the sport, | thought | would begin a mini- 
series of articles dealing with the humble beginnings of the game. Since | was only a wee bit of 
alad at the time | thought I’d get some input from those who remember how it was. Over the 
next several months you will have the opportunity to re-live some of the early events as wit- 
nessed by those who were there. If you have been around the game for awhile and would like 


to share a story or two with the rest of us drop me a line. I'd like to hear from you. 
Myles was the first to respond. | believe you will find several of his recollections quite inter- 


esting. 


MYLES HOLLISTER 


Some of the real old timers in benchrest 
that | am quite familiar with are Clyde Hart, 
Robert Hart, Paul Gotchall, Ross Sherman, 
and John Dewey. 

Perhaps the thing | remember best about 
Paul Gotchall was his ability to explain to a 
new shooter (like myself 23 years ago) how 
to shoot well. 

One time at a match in Fassett, Pa. Paul 
had a gun which was overweight on the 
scales (wood stock of course). He simply 
took a hatchet to the comb of the stock and 
proceeded to chop enough wood off to 
make weight and went on to win the match.

Paul was a great communicator and could 
get his point across to anyone. 

Clyde Hart and Robert Hart were equals 
when it came to lending a hand. Getting new 
shooters started, lending them equipment, 
etc. They did anything and everything con- 
ceivable to be of assistance.

Bill fired a 6PPC, Hall 
action, Lilja 1-13 barrel, Leupold-Siebert 
36x scope, 28.0 grains of H322 with 
Simonson 68 grain bullets and Federal prim- 
ers, in a gun smithed and stocked by Fred 
Sinclair. 


DAN LILJA, the Plains, Montana barrel 
maker, fired a nice .169 200 yard group in 
the light varmint class at Issaquah on Sep- 
tember 4th. Dan shot a 6PPC, Hall standard 
size action, Lilja 1-13 barrel, Leupold 36x 
scope, 27.0 grains of T322 with his own 68 
grain bullets and Federal primers.

The accomplishment 
was carried off with a 6PPC, Stolle action, 
Shilen barrel, Premier 18x40 scope, 28.3 
grains of GI322 and 65 grain Dave Tooley 
bullets and Federal primers. The gun was 
smithed and stocked by Charles Joines. 


GUY BOHLIN, of Washougal, Washington 
(that’s it for you, Brennan. There will be no 
wise remarks about Washougal, Washing- 
ton never being named in any of the hit 
songs of the fifties. For your information, ed- 
itor, the Washougal Stomp was quite the 
rage there for a while. | mean, everyone was 
dancing it). Where was I? Oh, yes; on June 
26th, at Issaquah, Mr. Bohlin fired a nice 
.154 200 yard group, in the heavy varmint 
class. We are delighted to see that Mr. 
Bohlin did the deed with “something differ- 
ent” for a cartridge. The case is an experi- 
mental creation made from a .30-40 Krag, 
employing the same reamers as for the 
6PPC, and the gun is set up to headspace 
on the rim.

RETURN TO THE GAME FIELDS 


The poet tells us that in the spring, the 
young man’s fancy turns to love. Since | 
have, several years back, passed the stage 
where they asked for “identification” at the 
local cocktail lounges, | will have to accept 
the poet’s statement at face value, and not 
elect to debate the issue. 

In the spring ... these days ... my 
thoughts turn to varmint hunting. The year 
1988 was no exception. Indeed | had put to- 
gether a new varmint rifle, and a rifle crank 
with a new rifle, and a burning desire to test 
it “in the field” is not one that can be denied 
for long. The endless fields and meadows of 
the sparsely populated North Central Ne- 
vada were beckoning. Strongly. 

As | have stated in prevous articles | have 
written in Precision Shooting in 1987 on my 
varmint hunting excursions, (The P.P.C. as 
a Critter Rifle Parts | & Il), this year (1988) 
was not much different as far as preparation 
and planning. My first trip was the third 
week in May and | managed another two 
day varmint hunting trip during the second 
week of June. This is our busy season in the 
Nevada casino business, which | am part of, 
otherwise | would have been going every 
weekend to battle the hordes of squirrels in- 
vading the alfalfa fields. 

My good friend and shooting buddy, Herb 
Jeffries, had already been up there in his 
“school bus camper” for a few weeks and 
had informed me that the area was inundat-

ed with squirrels. Last year | had mentioned 
the lack of squirrels due to a cyclic phenom- 
ena. What a difference a year can make! 

After getting off work at 2:00 a.m. | left 
Reno and drove the 200 miles to Herb’s 
camp. | arrived around 6:00 a.m. and we 
made plans for the next few days of hunting 
over a pot of Herb’s coffee and a lot of the 
tales and theories which are common 
among most hunters and fishermen alike. 

Herb told me that there had been a large 
group of shooters in the area prior to my ar- 
rival and they had shot somewhere in the vi- 
cinity of 1600 squirrels. They must have 
missed quite a few because Herb and | killed 
half that many in two days in one particular 
area that apparently had not been shot be- 
fore. For this “battle” we used four 
centerfire rifles, two rimfire rifles and a .22 
R.F. auto pistol. | also christened my new 
.17 Javaline rifle. 

Herb was shooting his post-’64 Model 70 
Winchester in .222 Remington and also his 
“tired” and true post-’64 Model 70 Winches- 
ter, originally in .225 Winchester chamber- 
ing. This rifle had over 10,000 rounds of 
some pretty warm loads shot through it and 
needless to say had a very sore throat. After 
23 years of excellent service as a numero- 
uno varmint rifle | finally talked Herb into let- 
ting me rebarrel it to a more popular caliber. 
He chose .22-250 (good choice) and during 
the off season | installed a #6R-Douglas 
chrome-moly barrel with a rifling twist of one 
turn in twelve inches. 

| called this his “Parapet Gun” because of 
the 26” barrel length he requested. The 
1-12 twist was chosen because of a large 
supply of 55 grain bullets he had purchased 
from one of the leading suppliers of loading 
components. Herb is what | would call a 
“shooters shooter”; he doesn’t miss very 
often and the .22-250 met with his approval 
100%. 

Besides my Ruger 10-22 and Mark | bull 
barrel auto pistol, | was using my .22 P.P.C. 
“Critter Rifle” as was described in past is-

sues of Precision Shooting. This last winter | 
also rebarreled my .222 C.L.C. with a Rem- 
ington cartridge. This was done for various 
reasons mainly from the no hassle stand- 
point, and besides the .223 was an excel- 
lent round for this application. My third 
centerfire rifle was my thrown together .17 
Javalina, meaning | just barely got it togeth- 
er in time for our first varmint safari of 
1988. 

My new “varmint rifle” has been lying 
around my shop as parts and pieces for 8 
years or so and | finally took the time to put 
everything together. The basis for this rifle is 
a Sako L-461 or A-l action. The barrel was a 
stainless steel blank 1” x 27” that had been 
button rifled by the Douglas Rifle Barrel Co. 
with a twist of 1-10”. This blank was ta- 
pered to .875 at the muzzle at 24” from the 
full 1” at the breech end. The barrel was 
threaded, fit and chambered for the .17 
Javalina. This case is the .222 Remington 
shortened .250”, necked down and blow 
out with a 32° shoulder. This little cartridge 
was originally designed by Bill Atkinson and 
Paul Marquart of the A & M Rifle Co., Pres- 
cott, Arizona sometime in the late fifties or 
early sixties. The reason | chose this partic- 
ular case was because | had built several ri- 
fles for it back in the mid-sixties and | still had 
the case forming dies made by R.C.B.S. in 
1966. The only other thing | needed to com- 
plete this phase of the project was a new 
reamer. This was ground by my friend Dan 
Green of H & S Precision in Prescott, Arizo- 
na. Dan made a few changes from the origi- 
nal specs per my instructions. First the neck 
O.D. is .196 compared to .200-.201 on the 
original drawing and the leade in the throat 
is 1°30’ and very little or no freebore. The 
body dimension at .200 from the bolt face is 
also .0015 less. When the cases come from 
the last forming die, which is also an inside 
neck reaming die, the neck O.D. measures 
-1945 with the bullet seated. This is not a 
true “tight neck” but these are match 
specs.

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After | got the barreled action put togeth- 
er and head-spaced to a crush fit on a die 
formed case, | went looking for a varmint 
style stock to put it in. Most of the well 
known fiberglass stock makers only furnish 
a skinny little featherweight stock for the A-I 
Sako and | wanted something a bit more on 
the bench style with a wide forend and fatter 
all over. Sooo | called Lee Six on the phone 
and told him of my little quandry. He told me 
that he had used a Shilen pattern varminter 
stock for the D.G.A. on a Sako that he had 
made up a few years ago. He happened to 
have a reject in his junk pile that he would 
sell me at a very good price. When the stock 
arrived | was somewhat surprised to see 
what Lee’s rejects looked like. Some other 
well known makers would have sold this 
stock as “first line”. This stock was more 
like a semi-blank with just a large barrel 
channel and a flat bottom recess for the re- 
ceiver and no holes for the guard screws. 
For my application it was perfect as | had 
plenty of latitude to put things where they 
belonged. Lee also sent me a D.G.A. unfin- 
ished trigger guard that | used for this rifle 
simply because | do not like the profile of the 
Sako guard with its reverse bow. Due to the 
fact the D.G.A. is quite a bit larger than the 
small Sako there was quite a gap between 
this action and the stock inletting. This was 
all properly bedded after my first trip in May, 
but before that trip it was getting down to 
the wire and | had just enough time to inlet 
for the trigger assembly and drill the holes 
for the guard screws and dab a gob of 
Accra-Glass around the recoil lug and rear 
tang and bolt the thing together. The spac- 
ing for the holes in the D.G.A. guard is about 
a half inch longer than the action screw 
holes in the A-I so rather then cut and weld 
the Shilen trigger guard (no time anyway) | 
drilled a counter sunk hole for a metric Allen 
head screw under the guard and used an 
oval head wood screw to hold the front of 
the guard to the stock just in front of the ac- 
tion screw. The rear screw was of course 
lined up before all of this was done. While 
the glass bedding was curing and with a lit- 
tle time left, | managed to make up fifty .17 
Javalina cases. This is about a 4 hour job 
with most of the time consumed by the in- 
side neck reaming operation. What we wild- 
catters won't go through for a few hours of 
shooting! Before | left for Herb’s camp | in- 
stalled a 6x18 Burris scope from my PPC, in 
a set of Leupold medium rings and Burris 
dovetail bases. | had a set of the new 
Leupold one piece rings made for the Sako 
action, but they were not high enough for 
this scope to clear the heavy barrel. | had 
only bore sighted it before | left for Herb’s 
and after my arrival at his place, sighted it in 
on his fence post backer. The load | had 
chosen for this case was the only powder | 
use in ali of my varmint and bench guns, 
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H-322, 18.0 grains to be exact, in R-P .222 
cases with half my shells loaded with Rem- 
ington bulk bullets from a leading supplier 
and the rest loaded with some bullets Stu 
Harvey had made up for me. He has been 
using these bullets with some degree of suc- 
cess at targets, but untested on game. 

My little varminter had only one shot fired 
in it as a proof load just to make sure it went 
bang before | went to Herb’s so with a very 
slight breeze and the sun to my left the first 
shot was 2” left. | adjusted for the mothball 
and proceeded to put the next 5 shots inside 
this circle. “Pretty darn good”, | told Herb. 
Let’s go shoot some squirrels. 


So we headed for some unshot territory 
about 40 miles N.W. of Herb’s camp. | only 
had 44 rounds of .17 stuff left and this was 
gone in a very short time with one miss out 
of the 44 shots at ranges from 100 to 250 
yards. You can’t believe the force expended 
by alittle 25 grain bullet at 3800-3900 F.P.S. 
until you have shot a .17 caliber rifle. Incredi- 
ble! With very little recoil in a 10 Ib. rifle you 
can literally see the animal being hit and 
even at over 200 yards, this little bullet will 
lift a 1-12 lb. squirrel 5-6 feet in the air due to 
the tremendous hydro-static shock effect. | 
would like to have this explained in further

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detail by someone such as William Davis Jr. 
at alater date, as to why this little bullet is so 
much more dramatic than say a 50-55 grain 
.224 bullet shot from a .22-.250 or .220 
Swift. | did not bring any loading equipment 
for the .17 Javalina and sure was sorry | 
hadn't because this rifle is a “blast” (no pun 
intended) to shoot. | don’t believe in being 
over gunned and this caliber is perfect for ol’ 
“Cetillus Richardsonii”. 

We shot up another 300 or 400 rounds of 
.224 ammo and drove back to camp to re- 
load and get some shut eye then headed out 
the next day for another “shoot in the tall al- 
falfa” with the PPC and the .223 Remington 
(boring). 

After returning home from this trip, | in- 
Stalled a recoil pad and finished glass bed- 
ding the stock on the .17 Javalina. | also 
made up another 50 cases and planned on 
taking the reloading dies for the .17 caliber 
on my next trip which was only a few weeks 
away. | forgot to mention the fact that | shot 
all fifty shots on the first trip without cleaning 
the barrel and had no problems with inac- 
curacy from a fouled bore. (The last shot | 
had made was a solid hit at well over 200 
yds.). This is probably due in part to the 
stainless steel barrel which machines much 
more smoothly than chrome-molly. 

After bedding the stock in the accepted 
manner, | took the .17 out to our local range 
to resight it in. With the load of H-322 upped 
a 2 grain to 18.5 and loaded with the Rem- 
ington .25 grain bullets, | put 3 shots in alow 
.2 and 3 of Stu Harvey's 25 grainers into a .5 
inch. | haven't shot this load over a chrono- 
graph as yet but | would guess it’s pushing 
3800-3900 with no signs of pressure and 
easy extraction and the necks are not all 
carboned up which attests to the superior 
burning characteristics of H-322. 

On my next trip to the alfalfa fields, which 
was the middle of June, the plan was the 
same as before and due to the fact Herb had 
been scouting the area, we headed for the 
same general region as on the first hunt. We 
expended a considerable amount of “preci- 
sion handloads” on the first day and even 
managed to get a few drops of rain. Enough 
to cool off the 100° average temps in this 
valley. After a great day of comaraderie and 
shooting ground squirrels we headed for 
camp. On our way out of the hunting 
grounds we had been noticing a concentra- 
tion of squirrels in an area a few miles from 
where we had spent the day. We stopped at 
the farmhouse to inquire about hunting their 
property the next day. The lady of the house 
said we were more than welcome to shoot 
the squirrels that were running amok in her 
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alfalfa fields. So the next day we returned to 
this area, which turned out to be some of the 
best shooting we have had in the last few 
years. Itis always a good idea to get permis- 
sion from property owners to do any kind of 
hunting on their land whether it be varmints 
or bigger game. The shooting fraternity is 
getting a bad name as it is, so every little 
courtesy helps. 

In this particular hunting spot there was a 
road that separated the squirel burrows or 
diggings from the tall alfalfa. Four or five 
times a day these animals would come out 
of their holes, run a few yards or so to the ac- 
cess road, stop for a few seconds “for the 
light” or whatever, and then go like a “bat 
out of hell” for the alfalfa to feed. When they 
“stopped for the light” you had better shoot 
fast or it was too late. A fast moving squirrel 
at 100-300 yards does not a good target 
make!

am not “just whistling Dixie”. The shooting 
is basically the same, just a different genus 
of rodent, slightly larger in size.

The match results sheets have been pho- 
tocopied and are enclosed to verify the 
claim for the Screamer Award. 

The rifle used was a big Weber, the 2” di- 
ameter by 14.5” long #4 that | inherited 
when Roy Norman left the range. Nothing 
has been done to the piece, except that it 
was placed in a Hall RTB system. The cali- 
ber is 22 PPC. The rifle has shot very well. 
Far beyond the abilities of the shooter. In 
fact, it has won all 10-shot, 100-yard aggre- 
gates starting in September 1987 and 
through September 1988. Now that is four 
of them back-to-back!

Yours truly 
has played a lot of golf courses around the 
country, and unless you’re down there in 
the single figures for a handicap, playing a 
killer course like the TPA Championships 
course (at Sawgrass, in Florida) may be ex- 
citing . . . but only in the same sense that a 
root canal is exciting. On returning home it 
takes a trip to the easy, local course to re- 
store any semblance of one’s self-respect! 
The every-now-and-then heard criticism 


of group-shooting. . . “the endless prolifera- 
tion of 250 scores” . . . is completely out in 
left field. The 250 score merely gets you into 
the dance. To sneak ahead a bit witit this 
match report, the grand agg winning score 
was 500-30x. Since we are mutually agreed 
that a “true possible” grand agg is 500-50x 
... then the top shooter, out of 78 guns on 
line . . . only fired sixty percent of “true pos- 
sible”. Go out to your local golf course next 
week, fire sixty per cent over par (sixty per 
cent over the typical course par of 72 would 
be a 115 score). 

Gentlemen, in varmint for score shooting, 
our winners . .. putting this into golf terms 

. are still shooting scores that do not 
“break one hundred”. We still have a very 
long way to go, so let’s forget the nonsense 
about “too easy”.

Prepayment of fees is not re- 
quired. However a written declaration 
of intent to attend is required. There 
will be a mandatory late fee of $10.00 
assessed for all registrations (written 
declaration of intent to attend) re- 
ceived after 30 days before the 
Championship. Should a_ preregis- 
tered competitor pay the fees in ad- 
vance and then be unable to attend, 
the total fees paid will be refunded. 

4. Reword Section Ill.J to read as follows: 
Any competitor in a registered tourna- 
ment who feels aggrieved at a decision 
of the Range Officer or Referee may be- 
fore leaving the range on the day that the 
grievance arose and upon the payment 
of $10.00 appeal the decision by filing 
written notice with the Range Officer. 
The full written grievance must be mailed 
to the appropriate committee (Varmint, 
Score or Heavy Bench) and postmarked 
within 48 hours of the tournament. The 
statement should include: 

1. Reason for appeal. 

2. Rule being broken. 

3. Names of Referees, Range Officer, 
Scorer, etc. where appropriate. 

4. Name of Competitor breaking the 
rule. 

5. Statement must be signed. 

The appropriate committee will investi- 

gate the appeal and forward all findings 

to the Executive Board. The Executive 

Board decision is final. If the appeal is 

sustained, the protest fee shall be re- 

turned. If the appeal is overruled, the fee 
will be forfeited to the IBS. 

5. Add Paragraph W to Section Ill. Para- 
graph W to read as follows: 

All registered IBS Tournaments (Score 

and Group) must have an IBS Rulebook 

available at the range. 

6. Modify Section III.K by adding the follow- 
ing: 

. .. The official Score bulletin shall list the 

names of the Referees and Official Scor- 

er. 
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7. Add paragraph 4 to Section Ill.T as fol- 

lows: 

4) ROOKIE AWARD 
Any Group Shooting competitor that 
has two years or less experience in 
Group shooting competition shall be 
eligible to compete for the Rookie 
Award. The Benchrest Shooting All 
Stars Chairperson shall keep records 
based on achieving 1 point for each 
competitor beaten at registered tour- 
naments. Rookies need to be desig- 
nated in the match results (Official 
Score Bulletin). The Award will con- 
sist of a Keeper plaque paid for by 
Precision Shooting. 

8. Light Varmint Class Restrictions. 

The agenda item to restrict the Light Var- 

mint Class to .240 or smaller was reject- 

ed at the 1/16/88 meeting with a stipula- 

tion that restrictions of the LV or SP class 

not be entertained on the agenda for the 

next three years.
